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Lefs Try Prevention 


Not long ago a 17-year-old boy was 


brought into court in Appleton on a morals 
charge. While this was the first time he had 
been arrested, the evidence indicated he 
actually had committed quite a few such 
offenses over a period of several months. 
He pleaded guilty and was sentenced to a 
term in the county jail. 


We do not pretend to be an expert either 


in psychology or criminology, yet we think 
several things are obvious in this type of 
case: (1) Such offenders — especially when 
they are young people — are sick; (2) send- 
ing them to jail is not going to cure them; 
and (3) if our community wants to protect 
itself against such offenders, it should try to 
find a way to detect potential offenders and 
cure them before they get into trouble. 


We do not mean to limit these points to 


this particular type of case; they apply 
equally to the young person who steals a 
car, becomes a drunken driver, burglarizes 
a store, or commits other anti-social acts. If 
some way could be found to prevent chil- 
dren from growing up into youthful crim- 
inals we would save tremendous amounts of 
money now being spent in our courts, our 
prisons and in welfare work, to say nothing 
of the immeasurable saving in human val- 
ues. 


This is what the people who have been 


backing the creation here of a Community 
Guidance Center hope to do. The whole idea 
of such a center is to provide professional . 
Health Benefits for All 


In these days when segregation of Ne- 


groes in the schools of the South is a prime 
issue and the rights of minorities is general- 
ly a live topic, it is nice to know that the 
non-white population of the United-States 
has been sharing fully in the improved 
health services as they have come along 
during the past 50 years. 


In 1900 the .average non-white 
infant 


had a life expectancy of 33 years which was 
14.6 less than the white infant's. By 1955 
the life expectancy of the non-iyhite had at* 
most doubled. It was then 63.2 years, which 
was a tremendous improvement although it 
was still seven years less'than the 70.2 
years for the white infant. 


The Health Information 
foundation,, 


which has been looking into the Compara- 
tive health gains for whites and noriWhites, 
says the narrowing of the mortalityr differ- 
ential is due largely to the decline in com- 
municable diseases as a cause of death. 
Non-whites have long had higher than 
average death rates from such diseases as 
pneumonia, influenza and tuberculosis. As 
these diseases have been brought under 
control, the mortality differential has de-

treatment for children and youths who 
have shown signs of being emotionally un- 
stable or otherwise unable to meet the nor- 
mal challenges of life. Referrals to such an 
agency would be made by parents, teachers^ 
clergymen, the courts, the police and other 
welfare agencies. Obviously these people 
are in the best position to detect evidences 
of such behavior, and obviously if this kind 
of illness can be cured, professional knowl- 
edge must be employed. 


Proponents of such a center have asked 


the county board to provide the money for 
its operation — $25,000 for the first year. 
As with so many other problems confront- 
ing us in today's increasingly urban society, 
the county is the most logical unit of local 
government to provide such a service since 
it would be unfair to ask any single munici- 
pality to do so.

Guidance Center would be difficult to meas- 
ure, just as it is impossible to determine 
just how many crimes are not committed 
today because some parent, teacher, clergy- 
man or other adult carried out his respon- 
sibilities in an effective manner some years 
ago. Yet with our society experiencing a 
constantly increasing number of crimes 
committed by young people and spending 
millions of dollars to apprehend them, try 
them, 
imprison 
them, and 
rehabilitate 


them, it seems to us only logical to make an 
attempt at prevention through some such 
agency as a Community Guidance Center.

Illustrative of the inade- 


quacy of United States pub- 
lic relations efforts were the 
recent stonings and rioting 
marking Vice-President Nix- 
on's visit to Latin America.

Reaction Differs 


Alcoholic beverages have a

There isn't any 
hard and fast rule—or if one 
exists, we haven't yet been 
able to define it. (This, of 
course, is true of most of the 
drugs used in medicine. You 
simply can't give medicine "by 
the book." The only proper 
way is to learn as much as we 
can about the possible side-ef- 


fects which sometimes occur, 
and then watch the patient.) 


I'm not^ one to underestimate 


the dangers of alcohol when 
drinking becomes a habit. But 
|in general a person with high 
iblood pressure can use Scotch, 
! bourbon, rye or other alcoholic 
drink occasionally or in moder- 
lation.

I have known people with 


high blood pressure, however, 
to improve greatly when they 
stopped the use of all forms of 
alcohol. That's why it's im- 
:portant to remember that indi- 
viduals don't all react alike. 


For Angina Pectoris 


Now for the second question. 


The only form of heart trouble 
in which alcohol may be bene- 
ficial is in angina pectoris. 
iHere its action-as a mild seda- 
tive may be helpful. 


In a full-blown coronary at- 


tack, alcohol is useless and in- 
effective. Some of my friends 
know 
this from 
experience. 


Don't give alcohol to a person 
!who has suffered a heart at- 
tack. Keep him quiet, reassure 
ihim, loosen tight clothing (belt. 
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collar, etc.), avoid moving him, 
see that he has adequate air. 
And then get a doctor ax quick- 
ly as possible.
